Mankind Fears Public Opinion 
The speaker argued that the great 
force that actuated rnaukiud in ou- 
serving the law was not fear of the 
offices of justice, but fear of public 
opinion, and that therefore public 
opinion tended more than the arbi­ 
trary execution of justice to restrain 
men from law breaking.

ing this argum ent, Viscount Haldane 
proceeded to suggest that the 
sam?

It favors the present state hospitals 
being made Colonie* for the strictly 
ch ronic class, 
By this plan the C om ­ 
mission says trie m a n frr ttrar' first 
stages will seek hospital care, and a 
larger n u m b e r will be cured or pre­ 
vented from deteriorataing into in­ 
curables. 
T he medical a n d scientific 
service by this meth od would be cen­ 
tered in the staffs of the psychopathic 
hospitals, while work of the present 
state 
hospitals 
would be directed 
towards the re-edtiealion and tra i n ­ 
ing of the in s a n es t ! occupations and 
industries th at would retard their de­ 
generation, physically and mentally, 
and at the sam e time eontribulte to 
their support,

ioned seat large enough for four per­ 
sons and a passenger can stretch out 
a n d get some sleep .though the fa c il-, 
Hies were not very good for Hie p u r­ 
pose. 
The scenery was r a t h e r mo­ 
notonous, though in some places it 
reminded us us of K a n sa s and occa­ 
sionally of our own beloved Illinois, 
t h e broad prairies stretching far In 
t h e distance. 
with few- 
trees and 
h a rd ly any scattered dwellings, peo­ 
ple living in little ham lets an d going 
o u t to cultivate the land. 
All along 
as in other parts of China, we saw 
graves scattered promiscuously about 
t h e country. 
When a person dies 
and the family can afford a decent 
burial a place is selected anywhere, 
seemingly, in a field, p e rhaps right 
in 
th e center, 
maybe 
u n d er some 
trees or any oth er conv en ien t place 
arnica mound of earth five feet high 
an d as much In d ia m e t e r is raised 
over the place, which is a b o u t the 
only monument, anything else hardly 
ev er being seen. 
Once In a while a 
brick 
wall four feet wide an d six 
feet long may be built, but it is very 
rare. 
The land Is cultivated \r \\ 
aro u n d and right up to them. 
The 
surface of the ground Is generally 
level and as recent rains had fallen 
the mud was deep and most of the 
land covered with water. 
Hero, as 
In nearly all Asiatic lands, and some 
European, there are no fences, the 
m any thousands thus invested in our 
c o u n t ry being saved hero. 
At all j 
th e stations soldiers were d r a w n up 
and at one station an o rd er to present 
a r m s was given as the train drew 
ou t and as It was not done elsewhere 
I concluded it was the work of some 
especially polite officer who wanted 
to show' off a little. 
All along the 
way we were Im ­ 
pressed with the policy of 
Russia, 
of which we have heard so much. 
W hen she covets te rritory she sends 
rn residents, farmers, m e rc h a n ts and 
the like until she has tho country 
well .populated with 
a sym pathetic 
people before she ta kes o th e r m e as­ 
ures. 
As we advanced we began to 
see 
Russians all about 
an d noted 
the peculiar appearance, the large 
cap with high front and deep vizor, 
occasionally the baggy trousers,coats 
ion*; and 
full, m oustache 
on the 
y o ung and full beard on Hie obi, 
an d later on the stations were desiig 
nated by an upright on 
which in 
vertical was the nam e iii Chinese and 
a cross on which 
is the n a m e in 
English on one side and Russian on j 
the other. 
Of course the C hinam a n J 
was always to be seen, but so mehow 
he appeared to have an Inferior place I 
and the wonder arises: will Russia 
an d J a p a n

an cie n t kingdom, now a republic, be 
able to hold her own again st the in­ 
vaders?

laboring 
classes. 
There is much discussion of govern­ 
ment pensions for laborers land of 
good legislation of that class 
Every 
employer, Is required to hold back a 
certain per cent of the wages of hi3 
employes for Chi© pension fund, aud 
is required to pay a. certain pension 
fax himself. 
Tine government adds 
to bls sum and thus pensions are pro­ 
vided for the working people after 
they reach a certain age. 
I atsked 
the chambermaid In one hotel where 
I was stopping what wages were 
paid for iller work and she replied 
that she was paid seven shillings a 
week. but that three peuee waa held 
bac k for flue pension fund. 
Through 
the advocacy of Lloyd George 
the 
government la now seriously con­ 
sidering a tenancy bill widh such pro­ 
visions thuit tenants will be able ho 
acquire .small tracts of land on long 
time payment©. 
"A man who had just completed 
building a hotel told the coat amel 
It was practically italf what the cost 
would be in this country.

stead of $5 or more as is done 
in nills country. 
There are organ­ 
izations of working men. but they 
do not seem to be along the ammo 
lines as American tabor union© and 
tile hours of labor are not specified 
or th© wages.”
